From this report it appsars that 
011 the 89th of J une, 1886, the year follow­ 
ing the resumption of mail service In the 
southern states, the mails were carried over 
but 82,993 miles of railroad, while in the 
succeeding nineteen year« the mileage has 
increased to 121,167. 
The increase during 
the past year was only 1,007 miles, but it is 
assumed from present indications of a re­ 
vival of business that the rate of increase 
will be equalled if not ex celled during the 
current fiscal year.

trebal system should not be entirely broken 
up. The tran sition state is the best for him 
et this tim e an d he should be improved out 
of on e con d ition into the other. 
In d iscussin g the condition of the Indian 
I would say that we are not looking to the 
in terests or the white people at all in dealing 
w ith him. 
W e could solve the problem ** 
far os wo are concerned, by making him a 
citizen, an d givin g him the right of su f­ 
frage.

(American Cor Inter Ocean.) 
The only outlet for the interior prov ince* 
of 8outh Brazil i i throug h Parag uay, and 
tho people of that empire ras-ented the o b ­ 
struction of their commerce. Arg entine and 
Urug uay had g riev ance* also, and in 1868 
the three g reat nations, representing about 
half the population of South America, called 
the tyrant Lopez to account. 
He only 
scoffed nt them, and defied their interfer­ 
ence. 
Then beg an a war which ha* no par­ 
allel in history. For i-ix long years the little 
state of Parag uay held at bay the three com­ 
bined nation« whoso territory surrounded it. 
Sixty thousand infantry, 10,000 cav alVy, 
5,000 artillery, and a nav al fleet, furnished 
with all the modern implements of war, pos­ 
sessing Krupp g uns and repeating rifles and 
sustained by the wealth of the allied power.*, 
were defied and resisted by the unorg anized, 
unarmed, 
and 
ig norant 
par-Ag uayans, 
whose only motiv e wa* the defence of a 
ruler that enslav ed and tortured them. 
HOW THEY FOUGHT. 
They foug ht with clubs and axes, when 
their ammunition g av e out, and when the 
ranks of inen were mown down the women 
took their places, and foug ht like wild 
beasts defending their young . 
And the war 
did not end until the population of Parag uay 
was well nig h exterminated, the country 
laid waste, and tho tyrant Lopez driv en l« ke 
a wolf to tho mountains, where he was 
Anally killed in ft cav o in which he soug ht 
refug e. 
Nev er did a leader receiv e such 
loyal support, and nev er did on« deserv e it 
las*. 
The war cost Brazil, Arg entine Hnd Uru­ 
g uay $ 250,000,000 and 20,000 liv es, while 
it cost Parag uay ev erything . 
There were 
scarcely enoug h surv iv ors to bury the dead. 
The entire country was practically de­ 
stroyed and depopulated. 
An enumera­ 
tion 
made 
of 
her 
subject! 
in 
1867, 
by 
Iiopez 
II, 
showed 
the 
popula 
tion 
of 
Parag uay 
to 
be 
1,3547,430. 
In 1874, after tho close 
of the war, a census 
was taken, which demonstrated that the 
number had been reduced to 221,070 soul*, 
of whom only 28,000 were men, and 106.030 
women ov or 15 years of ag e, and 86,00) 
children, the women’s disproportion 
of the 
sexes, as well as the v ast decrease of popula­ 
tion, showing the disastrous result; oi tho 
war. 
THE PRESENT GOVERNMENT. 
A liberal g ov ernment was e;tablolied in 
Parag uay, and during the last ten year* 
the country has had a “boom” similar tr 
that of our western territories, the popula­ 
tion in 1879 hav ing been shown to be 5148,- 
000, an increase of 127,000 in fiv e years 
A 
g reat portion of the immig ration has coma 
from Arg entine 
and 
Brazil, but Ibe la*t 
census showed the presence of 2,000 Italians, 
400 Persians, and 4) 
Eng lish 
families 
There are said to be but throe citizui* of 
the United Ntate* in Parag uay, one white 
man, who kapps a drug store store an i 
practice« medicine, and two neg ro« *, both 
of whom are said t<> be fug itiv es from ju - 
tiee. 
The people are a q uiet, submissiv e, and 
industriou* raca, Iwing a mixture of Span­ 
ish blood and that of the Guarani Indian« 
who were tho aborig inal settler* of the 
country. 
Their kinsman across the Para­ 
g uay riv er in the Arg entine He public are 
a nomadic, sav ing tribe, but the tyranny of 
Lopez, father and son. took the -pint out of 
the Parag uay Indian* and they are now 
domesticated, liv ing in bamboo hut*. euUi 
v ating the soil and raising cattle. 
The« « i* 
said to be less crime in Parag uay than in 
any other of the South American countries, 
and in 1883 there wer» i but 125 criminal 
trials in the entire republic, twenty-one of 
the defendant« being foreig ners. 


LEARNING RAPIDLY. 
But for the tyranny of its ruler* in pad 
years 
Parag uay 
mig ht 
hav e 
been an 
arcadia, for the simple habit*, the few 
wants, and the j» eaeeablo disposition of the 
people made them contented and well dis­ 
posed toward each other. 
A* nature hn* 
prov ided for all their want* thev hav e no 
g reat incentiv e to labor, and 
tho enter­ 
prise and thrift of the country i* g enerally 
found among the foreig ners, from whom 
the people are, howev er, learning rapidly 
the ways of the world and the v alu * of 
money. 
The men and women are of small stature, 
and the latter are usually v ery pretty when 
young , but loss their beauty of feature and 
fig ure after maternity. 
They are innocent 
and childish in their amusement*, are fond 
of dancing and sing ing , and hav e nativ e 
dg noes .th at are .g raceful and nativ e inner* 


that are a» melodious as the mu*ic of iba 
blacks in the south of the United States. 
Trav elers find a marked similarity between 
the Parag uayans reliev ed from the des­ 
potism of 
Lopez 
and the emancipated 
neg roes of North America, except that tho 
race hero is a mixture of Indian 
anl 
Caucosian. 
CUSTOMS AND COSTUMES. 
Homo of their nativ e ceremonies aro pe­ 
culiar and l>eautifuJ. 
When a couple are 
married in Parag uay the bridal bed 1« al­ 
ways cov ered with flowers, and each neig h­ 
bor contributes something toward g iv ing 
them an outfit, ov en if it is nothing blit a 
wooden spoon or a g ourd cup. Thoir funeral* 
are conducted after the ordinary formula of 
the Roman Catholic church, but it is cus­ 
tomary to bold a sort of wake ov er tho 
dead, aR in Ireland. 
Their costume is simple, and would not be 
considered q uite modest in more civ ilized 
countries, as the women wear nothing but 
a low-necked and aloev eless chemi-e, with a 
short cotton skirt, and the men a shirt and 
trousers of thin cotton. 
They all g o bare­ 
footed the year around, but wear broad- 
brimmed hat* of their own manufacture 
similar to what are known as Panamas. 
The women are v ery skillful in the m anu­ 
facture of lace, which it i; said was orig i­ 
nally taug ht them by the Spanish nuns. 
They do not use thread, but the v ory fine 
fibers of a nativ e tree which are as soft and 
pliable and lustrous as silk. 
Home of their 
desig ns aro v ery beautiful, and the lace is 
almost indestructible.
